Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 45-1 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the

invention. 

The limitation disclosing a flowable absorbent material which remains able to flow 
up to a water absorption of 10.5 g/g is not described in the specification in such a way 
that one skilled in the art would be able to make or use the invention. The specification 
discloses on page 15, lines 8-17, an absorbent material that keeps its ability to flow up 
to a water absorption of 10.5 g/g. The specification fails to define, however, how the 
ability to flow is determined. The absorbent material is described in lines 12-13 as 
assuming a doughy, viscous consistency. A viscous material retains the ability to flow, 
or move with a continual change of place among the constituent particles. Likewise, 
gelled superabsorbent material, such as that described in lines 14-15, also remains able 
to flow. Considering the standard definition of the term "flow," able move with a 
continual change of place among the constituent particles, the description of "ability to 
flow" given in the specification does not enable one skilled in the art to construct an

absorbent material that only remains able to flow prior to and not once it has become 
viscous.
